This Action is responsive to Applicant's RCE request filed on October 1 1, 2006 and 
amendment submitted on September 13, 2006. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claims 3, 6 and 9 are allowable because the prior art of record or that encountered in 
searching for. the invention, fails to disclose or suggest a document search system wherein a 
weighting coefficient corresponding to a distance between documents is calculated using term 
appearance positions, and cosine of angle on extracted vectors is used to calculate similarity 
involving a weighting coefficient to search and retrieve similar documents, as claimed in 
addition to the other claim provisions. 
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Hence, claims 3, 6 and 9 are allowable.
